prevent and mitigate the blunders 
and shortness of supplies In 
Mesopotamia, arising from excea- 
sive centralisation nat A.ILQ, 
Simla, and other circumstances, 
were of [mmensurable value.

SPLENDID PROGRESS 
APPARENT. 


HOPES FOR COMPLETION IN 
MID-JANUARY. 


BRITISH INDIA DINNER, 


ee London, Dec, 19. 
The Round Table Conference 
appears to be making progress, 
It is now hoped that the deli- 
beration will be completed in the 
middle of next) month, and 
provisional arrangements have 
already been made for a brilliant 
banquet on the eve of the depar- 
ture of the Indian delegates. 

The sub-committee appointed to 
deal with franchise questions 
held their first meeting this after. 
noon, the Attorney-General, Sir 
William Jowitt, presiding, The 
procedure adopted in connexion 
with other sub-committees was 
followed and a list of the possible 
heads of discussion was before 
the members. 

Discussion, however, was of a 
general character to-day and ft 
ranged over a wide field, It did 
not touch upon the questions of 
the minorities’ communal - clec- 
torates, or on special interests, for 
the Chairman had pointed out that 
these subjects must be treated ag 
within the special sphere of the 
minorities sub-committee, 


Difticulties, 


Views were expressed on the 
practicability of the Introduction 
of adult suffrage into India in pre- 
sent circumstances for example, the 
difficultics due to Hliteracy, pover- 
ty und tick of communications, to- 
gether with the practical difficulty 
of any inerease in the namber of 
separate constitutions. from the 
point of view of the size of the 
Legislative Councils, 

Some members urged the desir 
ability of increasing the representa- 
tion of rural areas, and mentioned 
the possibility of indircet elective 
ayatems for village communities. 

The general discussion had not 
concluded when the meeting ended. 
It will continue on Monday. : 


Brilliant Function, 


Hopes are now entertained that 
the Indian Round Table Conference 
may be able to conclude its work by 
the middle of next month. 

The Brithsh Indian delegation, 
as aomark of their apprectation of 
the kindness and hospitality extend- 
ed to them, are arranging to epter- 
tain at dinner the British Govern. 
ment and other political and social 
Jeaders on January 18th, which 
they hope will be the eve of their 
departure for India, 


Federal Problems. 


The federal structure — sub-com- 
mittee to-day entered upon a de- 
tailed consideration of the subjects 
and functions not already classified 
as federal, and regarding which 
contro! is exercised and may be re- 
tuined by the centre in the future.

IN MERAPI CRATER 


Batavia, Dee. 19. 

It is feared that at least 
ninety people have perished as a 
result. of the Merapi volcano 
disaster, one of the victims 
being « professor who was 
actually in the crater at © the 
time of the violent eruption. 

The fneta are related in 
message from Berlin, atating that 
eruption of the volcano has claim- 
ed an exceedingly eminent victim, 
Professor Werner Borchardt, of 
the Hamburg Tropical Institute. 

Professor Borchardt was recent- 
ly lent by the Hambury Tropical 
Institute to the Java Institute for 
the purpose of conducting certain 
climatological investigations. 

Accompanied by .a European 
assistant, Professor Borchardt 
was being lowered by ropes into 
the crater of Merapi to, test. the 
emanations of heat when the 
volcano, which had been Inactive 
for forty years, suddenly crupted. 

Both the scientists were killed.

YOUNG EUROPEAN KILLED IN 
NOSE-DIVE. 


‘DESCENDS INTO SEA. 


Singapore, Dec. 11. 

Shortly after 7 o'clock this 
morning watchers from the 
ships in the roads witnessed 2 
flying tragedy, in which Mr. 
F, H. Willes Johnson, a popular 
member of the Singapore Flying 
Club, met his death. 

The machine was acen to descend 
from about three or four thousand 
feet and then flatten out at about 
eight hundred fect. Suddenly it, 
commenced to wobble to and fro 
and nose-dived into the sen, not far 
from the brenkwater. 

The Government patrol boat. 
Kittywake was first on the scene, 
and when the pilot, who was flying 
solo, Was recovered from the wreck- 
aye, he was found to be dead. 


Sudden Noxe-Dive. 


Relating the occurrence to a 
Straita Times representative this 
morning, Dr. W. de Cruz, the Port 
Health Officer, who with Capt, G. 
R. Wisemen and Mr. Gray was in 
the ‘boat. said: 4 : 

“We were juat returning. from 
St. John's island and aaw the ma- 
chine in the air, It started to dea- 
cend from fairly high up. : It came 
down normally and the pilot _seem- 
ed to be making for the Flying 
Club. . When it reached about cight 
hundred feet, it suddenly started 
to wobble violently to and fro and 
nose-dived into the sca, 

“We wore about five miles from 
where it struck the water and im- 
mediately turned our bont, which 
hag a speed of fifteen miles an hour. 
When we reached the machine we 
found it had turned over on its 
back and was floating In very deep 
water, 


A Magy of Wreckage. 


“The wings and fuselage were 
a mass of wreckage and-one of the 
men started to poke about with a 
boat hook. The pilot's arm = was 
seen sticking out of the remnants 
of the cockpit under the water. 
We managed to pull him out after a 
time and when we got him on board 
I made an examination and found 
him to be dend. 

There was a slight cut on his 
face, but no other marks on his 
body. He must have been killed 
immediately on impact with the 
water. We took the body. to the 
Enst Wharf, where it was handed 
over to the Harbour Ronrd Police.” 

Shortly after the news of the 
accident became current in town, 
there were numerous callers at the 
Flying Club to inquire for details. 
The engine of the machine was ly- 
ing in the hangar, the’ remainder 
was only a mnas of wreckage float- 
ing in the harbour. 

The speed boat from the Flying 
Club, carrying Dr. C, A. Stanley, 
the Club captain, was on the scene 
of the aceldent shortly after the 
body was extricated from the 
wreck, Later in the morning, the 
engine was salved and taken back 
to tho Flying Club. : 

Inquiries at the Flying Club this 
morning revealed that this was Mr, 
Willcs Johnaon’s third solo flight. 
He was undergoing hia -altitude 
test when the fatal accident occur- 


pred. , 


OMetal Statement. - 


‘ An official: atatement issued by 
committee of the Singapore 
Flying Club states that Mr. Willoa 
Johnson was indérgoing his height 
tost, preparatory to getting his “A” 
licence. Ho reached, a height of 
4,000 feet and shut off his engine 
to come down to moke a landing, 
“according to the laws ns laid down 
in the test.” , 

He spiralled down and at 2,000 
feot his machine was observed to bo, 
in o spin.- Ho continued {n that 
spin until ho struck the water just 
north of St, John’s channel.

Mr. Justice Bateson, in the 
Divoree Court, gave his considered

The summona raised the question 
whether the only Court which had 
jurisdiction to hear Lady Inver- 
clyde’s petition was the Court of 
the domicile, Scotland. During the 
hearing it was submitted for Lord 
Inverclyde that the Court of the 
domiefle had exclusive jurisdiction 
inasmuch as Lady Inverelyde’s peti- 
tion was, in effect, one for the dis- 
solution of a valid marriage which 
might be voidable if the ground 
alleged wag proved, but not void 
ab‘initio. ao 

For Lady Inverclyde it was sub- 
mitted that the English Court had

Courts to entertain nullity suits in 
respect of marriages solemnised in 


‘} England, whatever the grounds of 


the suit, and that the Court here 
had, therefore, jurisdiction. 

A further summons arising out 
of the petition had reference to 
alimony pending the proceedings.

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A FALSE STEP. 


In view of its dectining prestige, 
the wisdom of the Labour Govern- 
ment in introducing the Trades 
Disputes and Trades Union Bil) is 
to be questioned. When, in 1927. 
f-year-after the disastrous General 
Strike, the Baldwin ‘Government 
brought in a measure to curb the 
power of Trade Unions, not only did 
ft receive the support of the big 
intercats, but alun that of a very 
miderate opinion. 
The General Strike was, in fact. 
brought to naught by the vo-apern- 
tion of people of all claskes but the 
extremists. Enough, however, had 
been shown to prove the danger to 
the community from the unbridled 
power of the Unions. So, as we 
say, when the Conservatives 
brought in the Act which Labour 
apparently now intends repealing, 
there was ‘widesprend approval .of 
the step. 

It will be recalled, however, that 
Labour, in opposition at. the time, 
wns greatly incensed by the pass- 
ing of the Bill and during a heated 
scene whieh culminated in the whole 
Party walking out of the House, 
Mr, Clynes declared that the Act 
would be repealed when Labour 
came inte office. Ever since that 
time, the Trade Unionists have been 
pressing the Government to fulfil 
Its pledge. “The pressure which has 
been exerted is no doubt a factor in 
inducing the Government to bring 
forward the new Bilt, plus the fact 
that It is in the aphere of domestic: 
politics that Mr. Ramsay Mac- 
Donald and hia Ministers have 
latterly becn-moat roundly ‘criticised 


.} by the rank and file of the Party.

be thus assured from the working 
clasacs, In all these matters, 
tactics play an important part. 

Our own view, however, in that 
it were far better if this contro- 
versinl iasue were never brought 
forward, The Labour extremists, of 
course, will hail the move, but in 
the big General Strike very many 
moierate Trade Unionists were 
disillusioned, and not a few were 
relieved when the Conservative Act 
was passed. Large numbers com- 
Plnined at being let down by their 
lenders,-and it was a common ex- 
perience three or four years ago 
to hear them declaring that never 
again would they participate in a 
xeneral stoppage. We see nothing 
unreasonable in the existing law, 
which ~~ atill) permits — Industrial 
strikes, provided they are directed 
only against employers and not 
against the State. So far as Civil 
Servants are concerned, they are 
stil] allowed to. belong ‘to a Trade 
Union, so long as it is confined to 
persons employed by the Crown. and 
is not federated with other Unions 
or associated with any political 
Party.

The Government, how- 
ever, appears to be bent on restor- 
ing its lost prestige with the work- 
evs at any cost, but in doing so it 
aeems to be placing the weipons of 
its own destruction in the hands of 
ita opponents.

LOCAL ORDINANCE TO BE 
’ AMENDED. . 


SALARY CHANGES. 


"The Gazette contalns the draft of 
an Ordinance fo amed further the 
Widows and” Orphans’ Pension 
Ordinance, 1908, 

It is explained that in view of 
the recent revision of salaries it 
hans been considered desirable 
that the mivimum annual salary 
rendering an officer Hable or cllx- 
jble for contribution to the 
Widows’ and Orphans’ ' Pension 
Scheme should be\ raised from 
$420 to $480, without prejudice to 
contributors prior to the revision 
whoae revised salary hax not 
reached the latter nmount. 

Ofticera. who are contributing to 
another approved scheme = cin 
clitm exemption under section oA 
of the principal Ordinance (No. 
16 of 1908) which sas introduced 
by the amending Ordinance No, 9 
of 1929, It is conaidered that such 
officers should be permitted to 
claim exemption if they have com- 
pleted thejr contributions to An 
npproved ‘acheme and obtained 
what amount to a fully paid polley 
therounder. 

The provinoes added to ge 
3 (1) of the principal Ordinance 
by sectlon 2 (2) of this Ordinances 
are derived from the Uganda Or- 
dinance. Theac provisoes exclude 
Governors, their Private Si 
taries and Afdea de-Camp and pers 
‘wons who have attained the age of 
forty-nine from being required to 
commence contributing under the 
principal Ordinnnee. 

Section 6 deletes the references 
to the Fund constituted under the 
Ordinance of 1900 and the trana- 
fer thereof to the Government,

STORM SIGNAL 
~ CODES. - 


CHANGES TO BE MADE 
IN MARCH. 


CONFERENCE RESULT. 


It is notified in the Gazette’ that 
new Storm Signal Codes, Local and 
Non-Local, will ‘be. introduced at 
Horigkony “from” 1931, March 1. 
These were recommended for gon- 
eral usc in the Far East at a Con- 
ference of Directors of Far Enst- 
ern Weather Services, . held nt 
Hongkong from April 28 to May 2, 
1930, . 

The alterations to tho’ existing 
Hongkong Local Storm Signal Code 
were mode to mect the requirements 
of the Philippine Archipelago, 
where conditions are different and 
where no Non-Local Storm: Signal 
Code is used. 

The new Non-Locnl Storm Signal 
Code ia an adaption of the China 
Seas Storm Signal Code, the altera. 
tions being the outcome of 10 yenrs’ 
experience with that code. 

The Gazette seta out the various 
types of signals, and it is explained 
that the object of the code is to give 
at least 24 hours warning of a gale 
(Force 8 by Beaufort Scale or 40- 
45 mph, mean velocity by Dines 
Anemometor) and also warnings 
of expected changes in the direction 
and foree of the wind. Owing 
however to the uncertain —move- 
ments of typhoons and to insufll- 
clent telegraphic observations it 
will occasionally happen that 
signals 6 to 8 may be displayed 
withoul a gale eceurring at Hong- 
kong, or even Gap Rock. but the 
reverse is not likely to happen, ex- 
cept ih the case of typhoons form- 
ing in the vicinity and travelling 
rapidly towards, Hongkong, — or 
should the direction of motion of a 
located typhoon alter, or its rate of 
progression increase, abnormally. 

Signal No. 1 is intended as a 
warning to “Stand by and watch 
for the next signal. When it is 
hoiated after one of Nos 5 to:8 has 
been displayed it will mean that, 
on aceount of a change in the track 
of the typhoon, or for some other 
reason, n gale ia no longer expected 
from the direction indicated by the 
Inst signal, and that another black 
algnal may possibly be hoisted In-

POSTPONEMENT OF SCHEME 
. AGREED TO. . 


_ONE-VOTE MAJORITY. 


‘ Penang, Dec. 10, 
‘Tho Colombo correspondent of 
the Pinang: Gazette endles that, 
at n meeting of the Ceylon Legis! 
tive Council! at which the Income- 
Tax Bill was brought forward for 
third reading, an samendmont 
moved ‘from the unoffictal benches 
“That Income-Tax bo introduced 
at such a date ag the new Stato 
Council may determine" was pass- 
ed by a'majority of a single vote. 
This constitutes a definite vic- 
tory for the opponents of Income- 
Tax, since it means that (unless 
the Governor uses his ° reserve 
powera) the Bill will have to, be 
dropped and re-introduced -after 
the new State Council—for which 
provision is made in the new 
Order-in-Council which was the 
outcome of the Donoughmore 
Commission’s report—hns been 
brought into belng. 
In the first place, so big is the 
task of preparing the new regis- 
ters of voters that it fs unlikely 
that the new State Council will 
be elected for a year or so yet, 
and, in the second place, when 
that Council doea come _ into 
existence, it will be a much en- 
larged and almost exclusively non- 
official body. It ta highly — pro- 
bable, therefore, that such a Coun- 
cil may reject any proposals which 
may later be brought | forward 
for such o tax. ‘ . 
There is, of course, still the 
possibility that the Governor of 
Ceylon (Sir Herbert Stanley) may 
declare the Income-Tax Bill a 
matter of “paramount importance” 
and use his reserve powers to 
place the Bill upon the Statute 
Book. despite the adverse vote 
of the Legislature. . 
It may be that it was to meet 
this very emergency that Sir 
Herbert Stanley decided to delay 
hia departure from Ceylon to take 
up his new appointment in South
